SYSTEM  IN  CHURCH  FINANCES. 

No  matter  how  much  and  how  willingly  a 
church,  as  a  church,  may  pay,  1  s  financial  prob¬ 
lem  remains  unsolved  so  long  as  there  are  those 
holding  membership  In  It  whose  names  do  not 
appear  at  all  on  the  pay-roll. 

A  dealer  In  shoes  told  the  writ'  r  on  one  oc¬ 
casion  that  It  did  hint  lots  more  good  to  sell  the 
last  few  pairs  of  shoes  In  a  box  than  lo  s  11  the 
first  .several  pairs.  Then  he  explained.  He 
said,  "In  the  sale  of  the  first  several  pairs  I  am 
only  getting  back  what  1  have  previously  in¬ 
vested.  But  tile  last  few  pairs  are  my  profits.” 
So  it  is.  a, ter  all,  it  is  not  the  pay  of  ti  e  tiue 
and  tried  that  counts  so  much  in  the  solution  of 
a  church's  financial  problem.  The  thing  that 
counts  most  of  all  is  the  enlistment  of  the  unen- 
llsted  and  the  systematizing  of  their  finance  s. 

From  tlie  viewpoint  of  the  proper  solution  of 
a  church’s  financial  problem,  It  is  Bafe  to  affirm 
that  system  stands  as  a  close  Second  to  money 
Itself. 

The  writer  once  heard  a  bishop  In  a  Methodist 
conference  ask  one  of  the  young  paators,  "What 
la  your  plan  for  raising  and  managing  your 
finances?"  The  young  pastor  hemmed  and 
hawed,  and  finally  said  frankly  to  the  b.shop, 
"•H.  bishop,  we  haven't  any  plan  or  finances 
either  on  my  charge." 

It  may  be  added  that  It  is  usually  that  way 
in  all  the  churches  that  are  minus  financial  plans 
The  church  that  has  no  real  financial  plan  us¬ 
ually  hag  no  finances. 

The  pastor  of  one  of  the  leading  Baptist 
churches  In  the  South  once  asked  the  writer, 
t  an  you  tell  me  how  to  prevent  the  necessity 
°f  taking  a  public  collection  every  once  In  a 
while?” 

Then  he  added,  "I  can  always  get  from  my 
members  all  I  ask  them  for;  but  what  T  want  Is 


the  removal  of  the  necessity  of  hav  ng  to  tak - 
these  public  eollectii  ns  at  all." 

Now,  it  goes  without  argument  teat  what  that 
pastor  and  his  large  city  church  need  Is  a  system 
for  the  raising  and  management  of  the  flnanoes 
Here  is  a  church  member  who  has  no  system 
for  the  regulation  of  his  own  pay.  He  begins 
the  new  year  (or  the  new  pastorate)  witli  his 
mind  and  heart  made  up  to  do  something  for 
God  In  the  way  of  finances.  And  he  does  do 
something.  But  he  has  no  systematic  way  bf 
do  ng  it.  The  result  is  about  as  usual:  Before 
many  nioons  have  come  and  gone  he  has  actually 
forgotten  what  he  has  paid  Into  tue  Lord's 
treasury.  He  says  to  himself,  "Let  me  see*' 
What  have  1  done?  How  much  have  1  turner 
into  the  Lord's  treasury?  Is  it  95.16  or  $16.05?” 

It  takes  but  a  very  few  minutes  of  "arithme- 
ticking"  and  guesriug  for  him  to  reconcile  hlB 
conscience  to  the  la  ter  possibility — and  there 
he  rests  his  ease  until  the  next  impulse  comes 
upon  him  "to  pay  as  the  Sp.rit  moves  him.” 

It  Is  no  marvel  that  the  finances  of  oiir  re-- 
llgion  are  not  keeplug  pace  with  the  finances  of 
all  the  secular  ins  itutlons  among  us.  llie  sons 
of  this  world  are  for  their  own  gen  ration  wiser 
than  the  sons  of  the  light.”  Tney  sysio.nailzc 
their  business.  But  the  cbu.'ihes  have  b, en 
1  irgely  carrying  on  the  Lords  buslntss  hap- 
‘  hazard  and  at  random. 

An  eloquent  sermon  ,a  strong  h  ur  -appeal,  a 
touching  anecdote  (one  that  makes  you  either 
cry  or  laugh),  the  sp.nt  of  rlvul.y,  or  some  one 
or  other  of  a  thousand  and  one  o,|jer  o,tad 
things  provoke  us  largely  (at  least.  It  has  be  n 
so  In  the  past)  to  action  in  carrying  on  the 
finances  of  the  kingdom. 

With  the  lamentable  result  that  the  en.lre 
fiscal  scheme  of  Christianity,  lor  tne  maiuceuauce 
of  our  home  lories,  as  well  us  fur  the  redeaip.i->n 
of  the  whole  world,  tests  largely  upon  in  re  uc- 
ciden  s.  It  is  all  a  burning  shame! 

For  exumple,  If  the  last  Sunday  before  our 
home  and  foreign  in  ssion  books  close  be  an 
ugly,  rainy,  stormy  Sunday,  It  means  hundreds 
of  thousands  of  dollars'  debt  lor  southern  Bap¬ 
tists. 

A  church  lias  not  solved  its  financial  problem 
unless  It  has  a  system  of  finances  so  simp)  and 
workable  that  at  the  end  of  any  year  1  i>  receipts 
are  entirely  .  utisfaciory,  In  spite  of  me  wcat  .s' 
or  anything  ejse  worldly-wise. 

It  is  Impossible  to  empnasiz  too  strongly  the 
importance  of  rys  cm  ,n  the  matter  of  a  church  s 
finances.

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EDITORIAL. 


MORE  SCHOOLS. 


The  near  certainty  of  meeting  an  unsympa¬ 
thetic  hearing  atid  the  fear  of  unresponsive  or 
antagonistic  reception  has  kept  us  a  long  time 
from  speaking  out  oa  this  subject.  And  now 
this  deliverance  may  not  awaken  a  ripple  on 
the  surface.  Nothing  but  a  conviction  that 
presses  irresls  Lb  1  y  for  utterance  compels  this 
word.  The  Baptists  of  Mississippi  are  in  need 
of  pore  schools,  or  to  put  It  more  accurately, 
Mississippi  is  in  need  of  more  Baptist  schools 
This  is  not  said  in  depreciation  of  the  work  done 
by  our  Baptlat  schools,  nor  in  oppos  tion  to  the 
good  work  being  done  |>y  the  State  schools.  It 
is  rather  said  in  aid  of  our  schools  already  In 
existence  and  in  accord  with  the  demands  upon 
us  for  Christian  education. 

Fortunately,  we  are  not  in  immediate  need  of 
|  more  colleges  of  the  first  grade.  We  need  to 
support  better  and  make  better  those  we  have. 
They  are  doing  a  work  that  commends  them  to 
the  confidence  of  ail  our  people.  But  what  we 
are  in  very  great  need  of  is  the  grade  of  school 
that  comes  into  closest  contact  wl  h  the  largest 
number  of  people.  Someone  may  say  that  the 
State  la  making  effort  to  supply  that  need  as 
never  before.  True  it  is;  and  -is  tindlng  a  re¬ 
sponse  and  reaching  the  people  as  never  before 
The  Slate  is  succeeding  w'lth  its  consolidated 
schools  and  its  agricultural  high  schools  marvel¬ 
ously  because  it  is  giving  the  people  what  they 
w  sh  and  what  they  need. 

Are  we  to'  flee  from  a  thing  b-  cause  it  is  a 
success?  Are  we  to  abandon  a  Held  which  prom¬ 
ises  and  pays  the  largest  returns  for  effort? 
Does  a  man  in  any  business  abandon  a  par  leu 
lar  line  because  everybody  or  anybody  is  suc¬ 
ceeding  In  It?  The  success  of  the  high  school 
in  Mississippi  is  a  strong  appeal  to  us  to  go  In. 
It  is  lhe~thlng  the  people  and  the  times  demand 
and  is  in  almost  every  case  a  success.  Ten  peo¬ 
ple  probably  go  through  a  hig4i  school  to  where 
there  is  one  who  goes  through  college.  Indeed 
the  proporiion  is  protbabl.v  \t ry  much  higher. 
Now  who  Is  educating  these  people?  With  what 
sort  of  preparation  do  they  go  forth  into  life? 
Whose  impress  and  inscription  is  on  them — that 
of  Caesar  or  that  of  Christ?  Have  we  not  be¬ 
gun  at  the  top  to  build  our  house,  instead  of  at 
the  bottom’  The  tendency  of  the  colleges  we 
have  s  to  discard  the  preparatory  department, 
and  probably  they  ought.  But  by  this  we  are 
loatng  our  hold  on  the  youQgef  and  more  plastic 
people  tn  our  schools.  The  tendency  is  constant¬ 
ly  stronger  to  eliminate  the  Bible  and  religious 
Influences  from  the  State  schools.  It  Is  coming 
Irresistibly  and  inevitably,  and  many  belleVe 
rightly  Now  what  are  we  going  to  do  for  these 


younger  members  of  our  families  and  our  con¬ 
gregations’  Are  we  to  give  them  the  impres¬ 
sion  that  education  Is  a  matter  that  religion  has 
no  hlng  to  do  with’ 

But  th‘  re  is  the  money  question.  Many  will 
fold  their  hnnds  and  blandly  announce  that  "it 
is  impossible."  No  effort  is  made  h*  re  to  min¬ 
im  xe  the  difficulties.  They  are  many  and  se¬ 
rious  But  in  the  kingdom  of  God,  whatever 
is  right  is  possible.  Certain  it  Is  that  it  does 
not  require  the  same  amount  of  money  to  run 
a  high  school  or  Junior  colleg,  that  it  does  to 
support  a  college  of  the  first  grade  Futher- 
more  the  support  will  be  In  most  rases  assumed 
largely  by  those  close  to  It  who  get  the  imme¬ 
diate  benefits  from  it.  There  could  be  such 
schools  in  a  short  time,  largely  contributed  by 
the  community  in  which  they  are  established 
and  maintained. 

It  Is  not  an  uncommon  experience  that  the 
advent  of  a  new  member  of  a  family  is  re¬ 
sented  by  some  who  are  already  there  But 
surely  this  ought  not  to  be  so  among  us  as  It 
Is  among  the  Gentiles  The  truth  Is  that  the 
State  colleges  are  loday  getting  thCr  hands 
largely  on  the  high  schools  arid  making  them 
tributary  to  their  own  success.  We  might  learn 
a  lesson  (maybe  more  than  one)  here  of  the  way 
our  Baptist  institutions  of  higher  education  are 
to  be  maintained  at  their  best.  In  Mississippi 
the  Catholics  are  poor  as  compared  with  Bap- 
t  sts  and  yet  they  maintain  a  number  of  par¬ 
ochial  schools  for  their  own  and  other  children: 
and  even  build  and' operate  them  for  our  negro 
population.  Baptists  and  others. 

Is  nof  our  religion  as  well  wor1  h  propagating 
as  theirs?  And  will  not  our  religion  lead  us  to 
do  as  much  for  ihe  world  as  does  theirs?  Some¬ 
body  hss  money,  the  Lord’s  money,  which  ought 
to  bo  brought  out  and  put  to  work  in  His  ser¬ 
vice.

DIVERSITIES  OF  GIFTS. 

Last  summer  at  a  baptizing  of  "Holy  Rollers," 
the  writer  heard  the  pastor  who  was  administer¬ 
ing  the  ordinance,  make  a  speech  In  which  be 
insisted  that  ihe  Inevitable  sign  of  the  gift  of 
the  Holy  Spirit,  the  evidence  of  being  baptiz  'd 
or  filled  with  the  Spirit,  was  that  the  one  who 
had  this  experience  could  and  must  speak  wl  h 
tongues  We  have  also  heard  a  similar  view 
expressed  by  Baptist  preachers,  who  ought  to 
know  better,  namely,  that  there  Is  today  no  such 
thing  as  the  hap  Ism  of  the  Splr  t  or  being  filled 
with  the  Spirit,  because  it  would  necessitate  the 
speaking  In  an  unknown  tongue.  These  two 
extreme  views  may  be  left  to  neutralize  each 
other,  for  they  go  all  the  way  around  the  circle 
only  to  meet  In  their  extremes. 

Certainly  the  Bible  Is  not  responsible  for  this 
id- a  In  the  first  place  what  is  usually  called 
speaking  with  tongues"  or  speaking  in  an  un¬ 
known  tongue  is  a  wholly  different  thing  from 
what  the  disciples  experienced  on  the  day  of 
Pentecost.  At  that  time  they  were  filled  with 
the  Holy  Ghost  and  spoke  wl  h  other  tongues, 
as  the  Spirit  gave  them  utterance.  That  ts, 
they  spoke  other  languages  than  their  own — • 
languages  unfamlljar  to  them,  but  used  by  the 
people  from  many  direct  ons  who  were  at  that 
time  sojourning  at  Jerusalem.  This  was  a  mi¬ 
raculous  result  of  the  Spirit’s  presence  which 
enabled  them  to  preach  the  gospel  to  people 
from  many  countries  iti  their  own  tongues.  Far 
from  being  in  an  unknown  tongue:  it  was  in 
the  tongue  best  known  to  the  peoples  of  these 
various  countrlea.  This  effectually  disproves 
the  notion  that  speaking  in  an  unknown  tongue 
is  the  sure  and  only  evidence  of  being  filled 
with  the  Spirit;  or  that  there  can  be  no  such 
thing  today  oa  the  baptism  of  the  Spirit  because 
there  are  no  people  speaking  with  tongues. 

The  Bible,  however,  does  represent  speaking 
In  an  unknown  tongue  as  one  of  the  manifesta¬ 
tions  of  the  Spirit.  Paul  in  ths  twelfth  chap¬ 


ter  of  First  Corinthians  specifically  asks,  amid  a 
series  of  questions  of  smillar  Import,  "Do  all 
speak  with  tongues?"  knowing  that  all  would 
give  a  negative  answer.  This  is  indeed  one  way 
In  wh  ch  the  Spirit  manifests  His  presence  and 
works  In  men,  but  only  one  of  many.  We  do 
not  undertake  to  deny  that  men  may  today  Bpeak 
In  an  unknown  tongue  under  the  Influence  of 
the  Holy  Spirit.  This  is  a  matter  out  of  our  per¬ 
sonal  knowledge  and  experience.  But  we  are 
sure  both  from  the  tea  tmony  of  Paul  and  from 
present  day  extravagances  in  some  quarters  that 
it  is  subject  to  serious  abuse.  It  app  ars  to 
minister  to  personal  vanity  and  ministers  to  the 
good  of  very  few,  if  any,  In  the  congregation. 
Paul  Bays,  "He  that  speaketh  In  a  tongue  speak- 
eth  not  unto  men,  but  unto  God.  for  no  man 
understandeth.  He  that  speaketh  in  a  tongue 
edlfleth  himself,  but  he  that  prophesieth  edlfleth 
the  church."  "1  would  rather  ye  would  proph¬ 
esy.”  There  is  much  more  to  the  same  purport 
In  the  four' tenth  chapter  of  Fir-t  Coi inthlans. 

What  we  need  most  to  learn  is  that  there  are 
diversities  of  gifts,  but  the  same  Spirit.  The 
new  study  of  the  Holy  Spir  t  in  the  Sunday 
School  lesson,  ought  to  set  us  seriously  to  In¬ 
quiring  whether  we  are  really  in  pos-ession  of 
our  heritage  of  the  Spirit  since  we  became  chil¬ 
dren  of  God,  through  faith  in  Christ.  We  need 
not  Insist  that  there  Bhall  be  the  same  outward 
manifestations  ac  on  the  day  of  Pentecost,  but 
we  do  need  the  same  Spirit.  We  may  not  d  c- 
tate  to  Him  what  special  gifts  or  enducement 
He  shall  bestow  on  us.  but  we  do  need  to  sub¬ 
mit  ourselves  to  Him  that  He  may  work  in  us 
according  to  the  counsel  of  His  own  will.  We 
need  to  insist  that  "to  each  one  of  us  is  given 
the  manifestation  of  the  Spirit  to  profit  withal." 
It  may  be  "the  word  of  wisdom,”  "the  word  of 
knowledge,"  or  "faith,”  "gif  s  of  healing," 
"prophecy, ”  "miracles,"  "discerning  of  spirits." 
"All  these  worketh  the  one  and  tl.c  same  Spirit, 
dividing  to  each  one  even  as  He  will." 

We  enter  no  denial  of  mlrailes  In  our  day; 
we  do  not  undertake  to  limit  the  working  of 
the  Holy  Spirit  in  any  way.  But  we  are  not  to 
suppose  that  all  His  work  ng  Is  what  men  call 
miraculous.  Not  all  of  Jesus’  ministry  was 
classed  with  miracles  He  protested  against 
working  miracles  simply  to  prove  Ills  power 
The  apostles  had  power  to  work  miracles,  but  It 
was  not  an  ordinary  or  usual  part  of  their  min¬ 
istry.  Most  of  th-  lr  work  was  hard  work,  like 
ours,  much  of  it  disagreeable  work.  To  make 
miracles  common  would  destroy  their  value  and 
would  prove  Injurious  to  men  by  relieving  thqm 
of  labor  or  suffering. 

Most  of  the  work  of  the  Spirit  today  would 
hardly  be  classed  as  miraculous  In  the  sense 
that  It  Is  attended  with  outward  vis.lile  marks. 
It  is  miraculous  In  that  it  brings  rcsul  s  which 
God  alone  can  accomplish.  The  Holy  Spirit  does 
not  manifest  Himself,  speaks  not  of  Himself. 
There  are  now  no  cloven  tongues,  no  noise  of 
a  rushing,  mighty  wind,  but  He  abides  w.thln 
us.  in  the  hidden  depths  of  our  spirits.  The  ex¬ 
pression  of  His  presence  may  be  found  in  u  t  r- 
ance  or  in  patience,  in  meekness  or  in  strength, 
in  purity  or  wisdom,  in  faith  and  In  peace,  in 
gentleness  and  in  ministry  to  others'  needs 
There  are  limitless  manifestations,  diversities  of 
gifts,  but  ihe  same  Spirit.  Let  us  covet  earnest¬ 
ly  the  best  gifts  and  remember  that  they  are  to 
fit  us  to  min  ster  withal.

Our  apportionment  this  year  to  home  mis¬ 
sions  Is  $25,000;  to  foreign  missions  It  is 
$35,000.  We  must  raise  these  amoun'a. 

The  figures  for  foreign  missions  stand  now 
for  this  conventional  year  at  $7,218.01  against 
$7,097.74  last  year.  This  puts  us  $120.27  In 
advance  of  where  we  were  th  s  time  last  year. 
For  home  missions  we  have  given  to  date  $3,- 
511.87  this  year,  against  $6,030.19  last  year, 
putting  us  behind  on  home  missions  where  we 
were  this  time  last  year  $2,518.32.  We  have 
yet  to  raise  for  home  missions  $21,483.13  and 
for  foreign  missions.  $27,781.99.  or  $49,270.12 
for  both  missions  This  is  the  minimum  of  our 
task  between  this  and  the  first  of  May. 

Brother  J  K.  Byrd  enrolled  last  month 
twelve  classes  In  teacher  training;  granted  29 
dfplomas.  five  red  seals  and  one  blue  seal.  This 
gives  In  our  State  now  2,605  teachers  who  hold 
diplomas  for  the  normal  work,  336  who  hold 
red  seals,  and  161  who  hold  blue  seals.  These 
facts  speak  louder  than  words  concerning  the 
efficiency  of  J.  E.  Byrd  as  a  leader  In  Sunday 
School  teacher  training  work  It  alao  Justifies 
In  unmeasured  terms  the  action  of  the  Conven¬ 
tion  Board  In  Instructing  the  corresponding  sec¬ 
retary  to  make  him  superintendent  of  the  de¬ 
partment  of  teacher  training  and  Sunday  School 
grading  work  In  Mississippi.

The  Budget  System. 

We  have  received  let'ers  from  several  breth¬ 
ren  asking  us  about  the  budget  system,  and  a 
percentage  of  contributions  that  should  go  to 
each.  We  arc  sorry  that  the  convention  In  Hat 
tlesburg  did  not  tike  up  the  suggestion  made 
by  the  Convention  Board  in  Its  report  and  ap¬ 
point  a  budget  committee  This  not  having  been 
done,  the  only  things  we  have  with  a  fixed 
budget  are  State,  home  and  foreign  missions 
The  budget  for  these  Is-  State  missions,  $46.- 
000:  home  missions.  $25,000,  and  foreign  mis¬ 
sions.  $35,000,  making  a  total  of  $105,000.  Th'a 
would  give  us  the  following  pereertaee  as  a 
basis  for  dividing  our  contributions  to  missions; 
forty-two  per  cent  to  State  missions;  thfrty-three 
per  cent  to  foreign  missions,  Rnd  fifteen  per 
cent  to  borne  missions.  The  Convention  Board, 
In  obedience  to  the  Instructions  of  the  conven¬ 
tion.  has  laid  out  the  work  for  the  year  for 
State  missions  on  a  basis  of  $46,000;  the  South¬ 
ern  Baptln  Convention  has  asked  us  to  give  to 
home  missions,  $26,000,  and  to  foreign  mis¬ 
sions,  $35,000.  We  hope  that  the  churches  will 
divide  their  contributions  so  that  this  propor¬ 
tion  may  be  ma'ntalned.  Otherwise,  our  State 
mission  Interests  will  suffer

A  System  of  Finance*. 

We  give  here  In  brief  outline  a  system  which 
pastors  and  churches  have  found  very  satisfac¬ 
tory. 

First,  lead  the  church  after  prayerful  consid¬ 
eration,  to  adopt  the  budget  for  all  eonyentlon 
objects.  Think  of  the  work  In  terms  of  the  « 
kingdom. 

Second,  then  prepare  for  an  every-member 
canvass  by  having  what  might  be  called  an  ed- 
ucat'onal  week.  S>cure  specialists  to  fill  the 
places  on  the  program*  If  possible— so  that 
you  can  bring  In  the  strongest  manner  the 
claims  of  the  kingdom  before  the  people.  Fol 
low  wTta  the  canvass 

Third,  use  the  duplex  envelop*  system  for  col- 
lectihg  funds.  These  can  be  secured  from  tW 
Sunday  School  Board  Have  two  treasuries— 
one  for  current  expense,  and  the  other  Itor  be¬ 
nevolence  and  mission*  Never  deposit  mission¬ 
ary  and  benevolent  funds  to  the  same  account 
with  current  and  local  funds. 

Fourth,  let  the  treasurer's  book  show  the 
weekly  contributions  of  every  member  for  every 
cause  and  have  either  monthly  or  quarterly 
statements  made  out  and  sent  to  every  member, 
showing  Just  what  he  has  given. 

F  fth,  the  treasurer's  looks  should  be  so  kept 
that  the  woman's  missionary  societies  will  get 
full  credit  for  all  that  has  been  given  by  them 
through  the  church.  The  women  should  give 
to  missions,  benevolence*  and  current* expense* 
through  the  envelope  system  every  Sunday  at 
the  church.  They  should  either  have  W.  M  l'." 
printed  on  'her  envelopes  or  have  It  stamped 
on  their  envelopes  so  that  the  treasurer  can 
keep  In  the  W.  M.  U.  account  all  funds  received 
from  the  members.  This  ran  be  remitted  by 
'he  tr<  usurer  to  the  corresponding  secretary,  and 
marked  "W.  M.  I'.  Funds.”  By  that  means  the 
Woman's  Miss  onary  Societies  ran  carry  out  the 
program  of  the  W.  M.  D.  of  the  State,  meet 
their  apportionments  at  set  by  the  W.  M.  U.,  and 
at  the  same  time  work  In  hearty  co-operation 
with  the  financial  system'  of  the  church.  If  the 
secretary  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society 
desires  to  keep  a  record  of  contributions  made 
by  the  missionary  societies,  In  addition  to  that 
kept  by  the  treasurer,  then  she  can  secure  from 
him  the  envelopes  turned  In  by  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Society,  and  from  these  envelopes 
she  can  make  up  her  report. 

This  Is  not  an  Ideal  plan,  and  yet  la  about  the 
beat  that  haa  been  evolved  up  to  dat^.  Of 
courts  there  are  many  details  that  are  not 
given  here,  but  every  wlae  pastor  can  work 
these  details  oat  lo  suit  his  own  Individual  field.

Until  the 
matter  reaches  gom  •  degree  of  perfection  there 
is  no  occasion  to  reach  any  violent  conclusions 
in  regard  t6  evolut'on. 

Mr.  Tyndall  likewise  concludes.  "Those  who 
hold  the  doctrine  of  evolution  are  by  no  means 
Ignorant  of  the  uncertainty  of  the  data,  and  they 
yield  to  It  no  more  than  a  provisional  assent. 
They  regard  the  nebular  hypothesis  as  probable; 
and.  In  the  utter  absence  of  any  evidence  to 
prove  yie  act  illegal,  they  extend  the  method  of 
nature  from  the  present  Into  the  past,  and  nc- 
cept  as  probable  the  unbroken  sequence  of  de¬

"The 
strength  of  the  doctrine  of  evolution  consists  not 
ti  an  experimental  demonstration,  hut  in  Its 
general  harmony  with  the  me'hod  of  nature  as 
hitherto  known.”

Science  canno 
account  for  Ilf'1  upon  any  of  the  prlm  lph  s  of 
matter  It  is.  urwignt  tie  to  affirm  that  life 
came  from  p  i  ter:  t1  is  '1  natural i' s  affirm. 
Prof.  Tyndall  says:  '  It  la  absolutely  and  for¬ 
ever  Inconceivable  tl  »t  a  number  of  carbon,  hy- 
drocen.  nitrogen  and  ■  vgen  atoms  should  b 
otherwise  than  indifferent  as  to  th  .r  position 
and  motion,  past,  present,  or  future  If  Indif¬ 
ferent.  then  somo  Ifnnd  m:  st  have  organised 
them  Into  life!” 

In  the  creation  of  man.  the  highest  of  all 
forms  of  life,  the  Plhl  affirms  that  man  was 
creatid  at  the  close  of  the  crea’i*>n  p  riod.  lie 
was  the  last  and  best  of  field's  work.  Science 
gives  no  trace  of  man  In  th»-  early  rocks  or  strata 
of  the  earth  Fclfin*  and  the  Bible  exactly 
agree  on  this  point.  The  Bible  affirms  that 
man  was  the  Immc'diile  creation  of  G  d.  and 
that  he  had  no  othef  origin.  This  Is  t  e  vefy 
la' est  teaching  of  geology.  Dam  s  -'Textbook 
on  Geology"  his  bwjj  enlarg'd  and  rt-v'sed  by 
Prof.  W.  North  Rice  Me  says.  “The  pres  nt 
teaching  of  geology  .very  strongly  confirms  the 
belief  that  man  was  not  of  nature's  mikln  r. 

But  somebody  says.  “What  about  the  theo-y 
of  evolution?  Does  not  evolution  leach  that 
man  can:--  from  a  monk  y?” 

It  mud  be  r  .era  hr red  at  ■  nee  l  at  evolution 
is  not  a  proven  fact,  but  at  best  It  is  only  a 
tneory.  It  has  never  been  proven  that  one  spe¬ 
cies  comes  from  another.  The  law  of  nat.ir 
Is  forever  fatal  to  the  theory  of  evolution 
Scientists  only  claim  evolution  to  be  a  working 
hypothesis.  The  two  most  ard  -nt  evolu'lonlsts 
fr.  ■  the*standpo  nt  «t  agnosticism  were  Muxley 
and  Tyndall.  No  othjr  writ  rs,  not  even  Darwin 
himself,  have  e\<r  gone  to  the  lengths  they 
went.  Yet  no'h  of  th  rp  hold  that  we  cannot 
depend  upon  evolution,  for  example,  Mr.  Hux¬ 
ley  says.  "While  i  o! Prg.  t  doctrine  of  evolu¬ 
tion  to  the  fulle  t  ext-  nt  •  •  *  in  the  present 
r.  pldly  Sv  Iftln g  mi  1  '  Of  o  r  knowledge  of 
the  facta  of'anlmat  nru  t  re  and  d  v  1 
it  Is  no  easy  matter  to  croup  these  facts  Into 
general  propositions  which  shall  express  it*  ther 


I  am  not  under  the  slightest  obligation  to 
admit  anything  until  evolution  Is  proven  to  b<-  a 
known  fart.  It  has  not  been  domontaarted  — 
It  rests  upon  nothing  but  an  undemonstrated 
hypothesis.  It  Is  a  gospel  of  dirt.  Carlyle, 
with  characterltslc  freedom,  wrote,  "So-called 
literary  and  srlen'lflc  classea  'n  England  now 
proudly  give  themselves  to  protoplasm,  origin 
of  species,  nnd  the  like,  to  prove  that  Otod  did 
not  build  the  universe.  •  •  Ah.  It  Is  a  s’d 

and  terrible  thing  to  see  nigh  a  whole  generation 
of  men  and  women.  profesMng  -o  be  cultivated, 
locking  around  'n  a  purblind  fashion,  and  find¬ 
ing  no  God  In  the  universe.  I  suppose  it  is  the 
reaction  from  the  reign  of  cant  and  hollow  pre¬ 
tense,  professing  to  believe  in  fact  what  thev 
do  not  believe.  And  this  is  what  we  have  got: 
All  things  from  frog-spawn:  the  gosp  1  of  dirt 
the  order  of  the  day  The  older  I  grow-  and 
I  now  stand  on  the  brink  of  eternity — the  more 
comes  back  to  me  the  sentence  In  the  catechism, 
which  T  learned  when  a  oh  Id.  and  the  fuller  and 
deeper  Its  meaning  becomes:  "What  Is  the  great 
end  of  man?

•'And  he  hath  put  a  new  song  in  my  mouth, 
even  prase  unto  our  God;  many  shall  see  It 
and  fear,  and  Bhall  trust  in  Jehovah." — Psalm 
40:3. 

The  religion  of  Jesus  Christ  is  a  singing  re¬ 
ligion.  Prayer  and  song  among  hi*  followers 
have  ever  b  on  Indissolubly  linked  together. 
The  psalmist  says,  "I  waited  patiently  for  Je¬ 
hovah;  and  he  Inclined  un'o  me  and  heard  my 
rry.  He  brought  me  up  also  out  of  a  horrl'  le 
pit,  out  of  miry  clny;-and  he  set  my  fe  t  upon 
a  ruck  ind  csfibl  “hod  my  goings."  It  Is  no  won¬ 
der  that  h  records  the  next  step  in  u<  h  an 
experience  that  "He  hath  put  a  new  song  In  my 
mouth,  even  praise  unto  our  God.” 

The  Christian's  song  is  a  new  sone.  It  I  as  a 
new  note,  a  new  power,  a  new  thrill  .a  new 
meaning.  It  may.  and  likely  will  be.  a  grand 
old  hymn  written  hundreds  of  yers  ago  and. 
redolent  with  the  sacred  memories  of  centuries, 
but  every  t:me  he  alnga  it.  to  him  It  become*  es¬ 


sentially  a  new  song.  The  Chr  s'tan's  song  Is  a 
praise  song  —"even  praise  unto  our  God  "  So 
closely  are  prayer  and  praise  related  that  ll  Is 
no  wonder  that  In  the  great  prayers  of  the  Bible 
!he  language  falls  nto  natural,  unconscloui 
rythm  of  finest  poetic  beauty  and  nr  lody.  And 
when  one  who  knows  God  and  whom  God  knows 
approaches  Ilia  throne  In  self-forgetting  suppli¬ 
cation.  It  Is  but  natural  that  the  words  should 
rise  and  fall  In  unpremeditated  cadences  Fi¬ 
nally,  the  Chrls'lan's  song  Is  a  witness  Many 
shall  see  It  and  fear,  and  shall  trust  In  ieho- 
vtv  The  faltering  tongue  that  refuses  to  give 
utterance  In  pubi  c  speech  can  yet  pour  out  Its 
testimony  of  love  and  trust  and  thanksgiving 
and  praise  In  the  words  of  n  dear  old  hymn.  And 
who  can  estimate  the  value  of  such  a  witne*#* 

Let  us  not.  make  our  chureh  music  perfunc¬ 
tory.  so  that  only  those  who  understand  Its 
technique  wilt  feel  free  to  sing;  and  on  the 
other  hand  let  us  guard  against  such  haphazard 
and  slovenly  methods  as  will  make  the  music 
degenerate  Into  mere  whining  and  drawling.  A 
good  song  service  's  as  much  an  aerdent  with¬ 
out  previous  planning  as  a  good  program.  Par¬ 
ticularly  true  Is  It  that  the  prayer  mee'lng  be¬ 
comes  dull  and  dead  wltdout  a  well  planned  ser¬ 
vice  of  song.  Where  there  Is  such  a  song  s  r- 
vlce  the  meeting  will  have  been  full  of  profit 
and  pleasure  If  every  other  Rent  planned  for 
proves  a  disappointment. 

The  writer  has  planned  from  time  to  time  for 
the  prayer  meeting  hour  special  services,  with 
the  Idea  In  view  of  stimulating  interest  In  the 
worsh  p  of  song,  that  have  (moved  helpful.  This 
service  he  has  placed  In  charge  of  the  W.  M  V. 
or  the  Y.  W.  A.,  or  the  B  Y  P  U„  as  circum¬ 
stances  warranted,  with  the  request  that  cadi 
member  select  a  favorite  song  from  the  hymnal 
used  In  the  church  worship,  read  It  (or  pre  Era 
bly  memorize  It),  and  select  some  passage  of 
Scripture  to  be  read  In  connection  with  the  song 
that  bears  out  Ita  sentiment.  At  interval*,  one 
of  those  songs  would  be  sung,  great  care  being 
taken  'o  Impress  the  truth  of  Its  words  *  Sev¬ 
eral  brief  talks  on  the  sp'rltual  value  of  aong 
Interspersed  served  to  give  variety  and  sta1  lltty 
to  th>-  service.  The  meeting  these  closed  with 
a  season  of  prayer  for  God's  blosgjnirs  upon  those 
who  led  the  singing,  for  these  who  seloe  ed  (he 
music,  and  for  those  who, took  part  In  the  wor¬ 
ship  of  song  In  the  pews.  A  visible  quickening 
of  interest  n  this  departne  nt  of  the  public  wor¬ 
ship  and  a  deeper  spirit  of  consecration  on  the 
part  of  'hose  who  sang  were  results  that  repaid 
our  efforts. 

The  singing  church  Is  the  triumphant  church. 
The  singing  Christian  Is  the  effective  Christian. 
The  heartfelt  aong  of  children  of  God  has  al¬ 
ways  possessed  powe  r  to  reach  the  hearts  of  men 
:.nd  lead  them  to  the  feet  of  Christ.  There  Is 
nxghty  power  In  song,  as  there  Is  In  prayer,  as 
there  is  in  the  smiling  far-  of  faith,  as  there  is 
in  ringing,  doubt-conquering  testimony.  Men 
and  women  need  to  go  away  from  the  ho'se  of 
God  with  their  hearts. jlnglne.  It  takes  neither 
sense  nor  religion  to  be  a  croaker,  to  sit  In  glum 
silence,  to  growl.  The  man  who  has  exper  en 
cd  a  great  deliverance,  whore  feet  have  been  set 
upon  a  rock,  cannot  help  but  thrill  with  glad¬ 
ness  as  the  sense  of  his  blessed  pesre  and  a-

Report  of  Corresponding  Secretary, 
January  5,  191(1. 

In  deepest  gratitude  for  the  Heavenly  guid¬ 
ance  during  the  long  journeylngs  of  the  past 
three  months  and  for  your  unfailing  helpfulness 
during  my  absence  from  the  office  this  report 
s  subml'ted.  The  reports  for  October  and  No¬ 
vember  told  you  In  part  at  least  how  stimulating 
the  fic]d  work  was  to  me  and  how  deeply  in¬ 
terested  the  workers  were  found  to  be  in  prac¬ 
tically  every  place. 

With  this  trip,  which  terminated  in  a  day's 
visit  to  the  always  helpful  W.*  M.  U.  Training 
School,  as  a  spring-board  of  Interest  and  en¬ 
thusiasm.  I  went  with  Mrs.  Maud  M.  Mcl.ure, 
Mrs.  S.  E.  Woody  and  Mrs.  Julian  P.  Thomas  to 
th  -  conference  on  the  preparation  of  women  for 
foreign  mission  service  which  was  held  In  New 
York  City,  December  6-7.  About  125  delegates 
and  many  visitors  were  present,  representing 
practically  all  of  the  leading  training  schools, 
seminaries  and  mission  boards  of  the  t’nlted 
Plates  and  Canada.  It  was  stimulating  to  hear 
ihe  many  carefully  prepared  reports,  to  see 
where  our  Tra  nlng  Pchool  may  be  brought  up  to 
a  greater  degree  of  efficiency  and  yet  to  see 
that  even  as  It  is  now  it  Is  shoulder-to-shoulder 
with  the  very  best  schools  of  its  kind  and.  not 
to  boast.

Opportunity  and  Duty — Now  Peter 
«nd  John  were  going  up  Into  the 
temple  at  the  hoar  of  prayer.

Just  an  or 
dlnary  beggar  such  as  we  are  accus¬ 
tomed  to  see  on  our  streets  almost 
any  hour  of  ihe  day  Did  I  say  or¬ 
dinary  beggar'*  Pcfiislhly  I  should 
have  said  an  extraordinary  beggar, 
for  In  the  purposes  of  God.  he  must 
have  been  one  of  the  Instruments  of 
God  as  manifested  In  the  Holy  Spirit 
filled  preachers.  The  man  and  the 
opportunity  had  met.  and  the  purpose 
was  God's.  He  who  puts  hlm-elf  at 
the  disposal  of  God  will  meet  the  op¬ 
portunity  for  service.  But  the  place 
was  In  the  temple,  and  the  time  the 
hour  of  praygr.

could  have  suggested  his  going  there 
to  seek  alms?  There  may  be  many 
reasons,  hut  one  seems  evident;  th  it 
he  had  observed  the  benevolent  spirit 
of  the  Christians.  He  sure  that  beg¬ 
gars  are  sometimes  good  observers 
and  soon  learn  where  is  the  rich  field 
to  be  cultivated.  So  the  lame  man 
was  there  and  asked  of  the  apostles 
an* alms.  One  other  circumstance 
Just  here:  alms  and  prayer  should  go 
together.  An  alms  wthout  God  s 
blessings  may  be  a  gift  coldly  best  w 
od,  but  It  only  relieves  the  physb  al 
need  and  blesses  neither  spiritually. 
While  on  the  other  hand 
"Who  gives  himself  with  his  alms 
feeds  three— 

Himself,  his  hungering  neighbor  and 
me." 

So  the  giver  must  accompany  his 
gift,  would  please  the  blessed  Master, 

Helped  Into  Helpfulness-  -To  g  ve 
alms  to  a  man  who  ran  never  hop*’  t<t 
bo  self-supporting  Is  surely  true  be-l 
nevolence  and  should  be  commended, 
hut  there  Is  a  great  deal  of  mis  aken 
alms  giving. ,  Where  It  Is  possible  to 
do  so.  the  beneficiary  ought  to  be  en¬ 
couraged  to  make  every  effort  possi¬ 
ble  to  sustain  himself  In  every  such 
one.  great  care  care  should  be  exer¬ 
cised  to  stimulate  a  spirit  of  Inde¬ 
pendence.  It  Is  sometimes  the  case 
that  a  little  help  In  the  nick  of  time 
may  save  one  from  a  great  embarrass¬ 
ment.  but  one  so  assisted  must  not 
let  the  gift  weaken  him.  Now  we  can¬ 
not.  like  Peter,  perhaps,  restore  the 
sick  to  health,  but  In  many  wnys  an 
Indigent  person  may  be  encouraged 
and  helped  It  Is  worth  while  at  any 
rate  to  study  each  case  and  use  the 
opportunity  Just  as  much  so  as  did 
Peter  and  John  to  arouse  In  the  un¬ 
fortunate  a  spirit  of  h°lp'ng  himself 
An  alms  given  with  Ihls  in  mind  will 
furnish  the  donor  with  Just  as  much 
spiritual  nourishment  as  If  he  had 
given  his  alms  to  an  absolutely  In¬ 
digent  person. 

Peter's  Gift — The  apostles  were 
very  poor  men.  But  they  did  no' 
turn  as  do  from  the  beggar,  but  fast¬ 
ened  their  eyes  on  him.  1  suppose 
that  they  had  had  money  given  to 
them  for  charltahle  purposes,  hut  this 
was  an  individual  case  In  which  Peter 
and  John  might  have  felt  that  thev 
had  no  authority  to  take  from  the 
general  fund  and  appropriate  it  to 
this  Irregular  rase.  It  would  be  well 
that  we  Impress  upon  our  young  peo¬ 
ple  the  Importance  of  strictly  guard¬ 
ing  public  funds.  I  know  a  wealthy 
banker  of  another  denomination  who. 
It  Is  said,  will  not  mix  bills  when 
turned  over  to  hint  but  strictly  turns 
In  the  channel  foe  which  It  was  given 
the  very  bill.  Now  this  may  be  car¬ 
rying  this  principle  to  extremes,  but 
better  be  on  the  extreme  right  side, 
than  to  veer  Just  a  hair's  breadth  on 
the  wrong  side.  This  strict  observ¬ 
ance  of  dealing  with  .public  funds 
would  save  a  great  deal  of  trouble. 
But  notice  ths  attitude  of  the  beggar 
He  expected  an  alms.
